in preserving neutrality* should have certain snort term functions 
connected -fith cease-fire, and assist in nreser’rr-Lticn L&oclan neutrality 
and sovereignty’’ over longer term; and, 3 hcuIhL^‘crk in cooperation with, 

2 nd agreement with, Laotian 
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Tj>n claimed International organization could operate in sovereign 
state only with latter’s agreement. This possible either without cooperation 
of state, after latter had given agreement, or with cooperation, as during 
TO invervention at Gaza Strip. If ICC requested conduct investigation in Laos, 
it must be able to do so, but must act in agreement with Laotian Government. 

PinaViiH n aald everyone agrees ICC necessary, but it is only temporary aDd 
some*Sn5ortime limit is needed. Once it is agreed who should be members of 
the ICC we should stop regarding Commission as composed of various nations and 
consider it as unit, in itself. Another Soviet principle was ICC should work 
with full agreement of Laos Government, and in this Soviets in complete accord 
with Tall ICC must work in agreement with Laotian Government so as not to 
become soiree of conflict. However, ICC must not be spread all over country 
with numerous operations centers. ICC must be mobile and able send inspection 
groups when asked to, but only in full agreement and cooperation with 

government. Many believe by listing powers of ICC, latter s strength 
increased, but contrary true. As regards reorganization Iaotlan army, that 
question can be solved ^nly by three political tendencies in Iaos, not -CC. 

Roux said no one had suggested ICC should interfere in normal work 
Laotian Government, and agreed latter, not ICC, should decide on reorganisation 

Laotian arsy* 

Ambassador Harriman and MacDonald indicated some tabled items might be 
reviewed to see what could be withdrawn. Harriman also said that wh-^e concurred 
that agreement of Laotian Government necessary, we thought maximum freedom or 
movement was desirable, and Laotian Government could grant such permission in 
advance He asserted that in addition to supervising cease-fire, main 
functions ICC were to supervise withdrawal foreign troops and military personnel 
and prohibition on re-entry of foreign troops and military personnel, and on 
introduction of arms. These certainly related to international aspects 
ami ICC must be able to perform these functions effectively. Lall remap 
he doubted Laotian Government would agree to having ICC go everywhere. Roux 
noted that, by signing agreement Laotian Government would be giving consent 
to ICC. Lall retorted there were two stages involved. One was green -igh 
the agreement. Second was foot on gas - requiring cooperation between both 
f,*st and gas (ICC and Laotians). Pushkin said ha was convinced there would 
be no reason for future intervention by eo-Qjairaen (over ICC activity in 
Laos) and that in future those present would wonder why so much time taken in 
discussing this matter. MacDonald said ICC must not do things Lao Government 
opposed but that he would hope former would not need signed permission each 
time it wanted to do something. He urged acceptance principle of agreement and 
cooperation, and leaving it to be worked out and applied on spot. Chang 
noted tjU said we were discussing only international aspects of Laotian 
problem. Urged we keep to ^hat line. Noted that on previous day Harriman 
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maintained we were discussing more than just international aspects 0 Chang 
claimed French « American draft proposing trusteeship for Laos, and he was glad 
hear Harriman grid Roux going to ra-examine their draft. He said CSR had 
agreed to considerable powers for ICC* He urged we set down certain principles 
for that organization and coma to an agreement* whereas Americans dragging their 
feet and awaiting new Government* Barriman responded he could set Chang at 
rest regarding our desire that ICC see off all foreign personnel* see they did 
not return, and no more arms than necessary be brought in* Also said we were 
disappointed by lack of cooperation with ICC during cease-fire period, adding 
that unfortunately two of three Laotian political tendencies involved had 
not let ICC operate * Lall interrupted to deny this,* Royal Lab Govern- 

ment also rami*** in not allowing ICC visits* After slightly acrimonious 
exchange on this point* Harriman pointed out that if all three political 
tendencies had been at fault than his statement regtirding ICC inability to 
operate all the more true* Pushkin Joked there was fourth political force 
hampering ICC - the Geneva Conference, which had failed to agree an ICC powers* 
Lall remarked not just 13* but 14, nations had to reach an accord, for 
Laotian agreement was necessary* as well* Roux retorted that if 13 agreed, 
agreement of 14th would be easier to obtain. Chang said agreed with Roux 
And MacDonald agreed with Lall* MacDonald urged we discuss principle rather 
than detail, and observed P ushkin had said ICC should be able to carry out its 
inspections whenever necessary* but without fixed points. Therefore should 
be possible to reach agreement on principles of freedom of movement for 
ca rryi ng out functions agreed upon at Geneva. Pushkin replied questions of 
points and teams linked with this question. MacDonald admitted this but 
argued if agreement could be reached on principle that ICC could go everywhere* 
it would be easier to make concessions on other aspects of their functions. 
Pushkin asked whether Western delegations insisted on operation centers for ICC. 
Just by being in Laos ICC exerting soothing influence, and not by chance 
conflicts occurred, when no ICC there. But no reason to have Labs dotted with 
operation points. At all events they quite unacceptable to Soviets, and he 
was glad to have beard Harriman say matter of posts had been proposed prior 
to Zurich Communique. 

Har>’ioan said French, British and Americans would see what ballast might 
be thrown overboard, although there probably would be 3 ob» things to reserve 
for Laos Government, such as inspection posts and teams. Chang retorted Sou- 
vacua had already taken position against such teams. MacDonald suggested we 
should not suspect each other and he noted Pushkin l ’s "fair and honest" 
question as to why operation centers were necessary. MacDonald said they 
were needed to help operations, and described possible situation in wh ic h 
ICC, by being stationed at two or three strategic airfields, might be in 
position to report violations immediately. Pushkin replied that if airfields ^ 
were used illegally every crow in Laos would know about it, and that MacDonald fl s 
example rather :mive. On other hand, he continued, not even Laos Government 
could control movements through jungle or whole length of Ifokcng. . 
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In conclusion MacDonald said one result this meeting would be Americans, 
French, and British would review French- Amerl can draft in light of Zurich 
communique. Added Canadians had asked to be admitted to those session which 
involved direct discussion of ICC, and in that case he supposed Pushkin would 
want Inc lude Poles. MacDonald regretted Ca n adia n s request but did not see 
how he could refuse it. 
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
